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The eleventh population Census of India and 
the third after Independence was conducted in March- 
April, 1971. The reference date for the 1971 Census 
was the sunrise of 1st April, 1971. The reference date 
used to be the sunrise of 1st March of the Census year 
in the previous Censuses but at this Census, the 
reference date was postponed due to the raid-term 
Parliamentary Elections of March 1971. 

A brief account of the organisation and conduct 
of the 1971 Census Operations is given in the 
following pages for the benefit of the readers. 

Pre-test of Draft Census Schedules and 
finalisation of Census Schedules 

The Registrar General and Census Commissioner 
of India drafted a set of Census questionnaire in 
consultation with the Planning Commission, 
Ministries of the Government of India, State 
Governments, Statistical bodies and other users of 
Census data. The draft schedules to be canvassed for 
all areas consisted of : — 
(i) Houselist; 
(ii) Manufacturing Establishment schedule; 

and 
(iii) Individual slip. 
A Household schedule was canvassed in addition to 
the above in a few sample areas. The first pre-test 
of the Schedules was conducted in 1967 by the State 
Census Offices in selected blocks and on the basis 
of the results of this first pre-test, the Registrar 
General prepared a second draft of the schedules and 
instructions. The second draft was again pretested 
by the Directorates of Census Operations in the field. 
The second pre-test was held in Tamil Nadu in 
March-April, 1969 in selected rural and urban blocks. 

The first Conference of the Directors of Census 
Operations was called for in May, 1969 to discuss the 
results of the Second Pre-test of the Census Schedules 
and instructions and to finalise the schedules and 
instructions for the 1971 Census. This Conference 
held under the Chairmanship of the Registrar General 
and Census Commissioner, after careful deliberations, 



amended the second draft schedules and instructions. 
The final schedules consisted of— (ij the Houselist (ii) 
the Establishment schedule Ciii) the Individual Slip 
and (iv) the Population Record. Information was 
collected first for Census house and Establishment in 
the Houselist and the Establishment schedule 
respectively, then for the individual in the Individual 
slip and finally for the household in the Population 
Record. The facsimiles of the 1971 Census 
Schedules together with the instructions for filling 
them up are reproduced at the end of this book as 
Annexures-I, II, III and IV. 

In the Houselist, information about the use of 
Census house, material used in the construction of 
wall, roof, name of head of household, number of 
rooms under the occupation of the household, 
number of members of the household with sex break- 
up, whether the household lives in owned or rented 
house were collected. In the case of vacant houses, 
the reasons thereof were collected. Details as to 
whether the head of household belongs to Scheduled 
Caste or Scheduled Tribe as well as whether the 
household is engaged in cultivation were also 
collected. 

In the Establishment Schedule, particulars 
about the name of the establishment, nature 
of establishment (Government/Quasi Government, 
Private or Co-operative), average number of persons 
working in the establishment were collected. In the 
case of establishments engaged in manufacturing, 
processing or servicing, details as to whether the 
establishment was run as an Household Industry, a 
registered factory or as an unregistered workshop, 
nature of products manufactured, processed or 
serviced and also the type of fuel or power used were 
collected. For Trading Establishments, details as to 
whether it was run on wholesale or retail basis and 
the commodity bought and sold were gathered. 

In the Individual Slip, details on 17 items about 
eacln^ndividual were collected- Thess items covered 
aspects like name, relationship to head, sex, age, 
marital status, birth place, place of last residence', 






duration of residence at the place of enumeration, 
religion ;. whether belonging to Scheduled Caste 
Scheduled Tribe, literacy, educational level, mother- 
tongue and other languages known, main activity 
and secondary work. In the case of currently married 
women information on age at marriage and children 
born during the last one year were also collected. 

The Population Record gives a summary of the 
entries in the Individual Slip and is prepared for 
each household. Name, relationship to head sex 
age, literacy and description of main activity for' 
members of household were compiled besides noting 
whether the head of household belongs to Scheduled 
Caste/Scheduled Tribe. 

Translation of Censes Schedules 

^ The Census Schedules and Instructions once 
inahsed in English were got translated in the State 
anguage-Tamil and required number of copies got 
>rinted sufficiently in advance, 

Calendar of operations 

As one of the greatest administrative operations 
:ensus count has to be carefully planned and every 
tage of the Census Operations had to be completed 
ccording to a strict time schedule so as to achieve 
ie best results. As in 1961, Census of 1971 was 
inducted in two stages. The first stage, viz., house- 
umbering and houselisting operation was conducted 
i February 1970, a year before the Census count 
m second stage of Census enumeration. The'

One of the important steps to be taken in Census 

is the organisation and setting up of an official 

hierarchy for the conduct of the Census count The 

offical hierarchy should be the heads of administrative 

divisions for the respective areas who will be in a 

position to take steps for the efficient conduct of vast 

statistical surveys like the population count. The 

Government of Tamil Nadu were approached for the 

issue of notification specifying the officers who will 

be incharge of the Census count, in their 

respective units. The Government of Tamil Nadu 

in their G. O. No. 2916 Public (Elections-IV) 

dated 25th November, 1969 issued orders designating 

the Collectors as the District Census Officers and the 

Tahsildars/Ind. Deputy Tahsildars, Commissioners/ 

Executive Officers of Municipalities, Townships and 
Cantonments as the. rhar™ r^er: i> .. ■ 
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the Commissioner, Corporation of Madras was 
notified as the District Census Officer and the City 
of Madras was divided into 4 charges, each charge 
comprising 30 Corporation divisions. Each charge 
was under an Assistant Revenue Officer. The 
Director of Census Operations and his Deputy and 
Assistant Directors were notified as Census Officers 
for the entire State who guided the operations in the 
State as a whole. 

It has been analysed that one of the important 
functions is to divide the State into smaller units so 
as to ensure the complete coverage of the population 
count. The District has been divided into a number 
of charges which almost coincided with the 
administrative unit of a taluk or independent sub- 
taluk. Exceptions had been the Municipal areas, 
Townships and Cantonment boards which were, 
however treated as independent charges. Below the 
charge, the villages and towns had to be divided into 
smaller units called the Enumerator Blocks which 
covered a population of 750 to 1,000 in rural areas 
and 600 to 750 in the urban areas. The Supervisor's 
Circle was formed by grouping 4 to 5 Enumerator's 
Blocks. The District Census Officer and Charge 
Officer demarcated the Enumerator's Blocks and 
Supervisor's Circles with reference to the information 
compiled from the village and town registers and were 
able to appoint persons from among the Government 
officials and employees of the local bodies. Thus, the 
division of the State into Census Charges, Supervisor's 
Circles and Enumerator's Blocks was completed. The 
demarcation of the Enumerator's Blocks with definite 
geographical boundaries was left to the discretion of 
the charge officer. Special areas like Ports, Railway 
colonies, etc., were treated as separate circles for pur- 
poses of Census enumeration. The charge officers 
were made responsible for ensuring that the enumera- 
tor's blocks carved out in his charge are complete and 
covered all the areas under his jurisdiction. This 
was made possible by verifying the maps of villages 
and wards of towns prepared under the permanent 
house-numbering scheme. 

The army, air-force and naval establishments 
which were outside the civil jurisdiction were treated 
as special charges and the nominee of the officer in- 
charge of the defence establishments was appointed 
as the charge officer. All these special charges were, 
however, under the overall direction and control 
of the District Census Officers in the mofussal and 
the Commissioner of the Corporation of Madras in 
Madras City. 




Rural-Urban Classification 

In has been the practice in the Census to present 
data separately for rural and urban areas. This was 
also one of the preliminary items of work which had 
to be attended to with care. This involved the de- 
classification of some of the places which were treated 
as towns in the earlier Censuses, as well as inclusion of 
some places which were rural in earlier Censuses but 
have since become urbanised with reference to the 
statistics pertaining to those places and also on the 
recommendations of the Collector of the district 
concerned. 

The definition of "Urban Area" adopted in this 
Census is more or less the same as adopted in 1961. 
The urban area included:— 

(a) all places with a Municipality, 
Corporation or Cantonment or notified 
town area; 

(b) all other places which satisfied the 
following criteria. 

(0 a minimum population of 5,000; 
at least 75 per cent of male working 
population is non-agricultural; 
a density of population of at least 
400 per sq. km. (i.e., 1, COO per sq. 
mile).

The Directors of Census Operations were given 
some discretion to declare certain marginal cases as 
urban in cDnsultation with the State Government 
concerned. The preparatory work for classification 
of urban areas for this Census was taken up as early 
as 1967 and Collectors, Municipal Commissioners 
and Tahsildars were addressed to examine the list of 
places to be treated as urban for this Census. There 
was a suggestion to declare all the Town Panchayats 
as urban areas. This was, however, not acted upon, 
as the criteria adopted for urban in this Census were 
not fulfilled by some of these Town Panchayats. In 
1961, there were 339 towns. 152 places were decla- 
red as new towns for the 1971 Census. 45 towns 
which were treated as 'Urban' during 1961 were 
de-classified in 1971. Seven towns which ' existed as 
separate urban units in the last Census got merged 
with neighbouring towns. Thus, 439 places were 
treated as towns for 1971. The list of places treated 
as towns was approved by the Government of Tamil 
Nadu in G. O. Ms. No. 707, Public (Elections-IV) 
dated the 28th March, 1970. 

Urban Agglomeration is a new concept formed 
during 1971 Census and this replaces the concept of 
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/n-group adopted in 1961 Census. Well recognised 
ouburban towns and other adjoining areas like Rail- 
way colonies, industrial areas, University Campuses, 
etc. which may be outside the statutory limits of a 
core town deserve to be reckoned along with the 
main town. All such urban spread which are con- 
tiguous to the core town are taken together as an 
Urban Agglomeration. There are 32 such urban 
agglomerations in Tamil Nadu, of which 12 are city 
agglomerations (i.e., having a city as their core town,). 

Standard Urban Area (SUA) is also another new 
concept introduced in 1971 Census for which data 
are presented in Table A-V. The Standard Urban 
Area includes a core town having over 50,090 
persons and having contiguous areas of rural and 
urban units which have close socio-economic links 
with the core town and with the probability of the 
entire area getting fully urbanised in the next two 
or three decades. Data for this S.U-A are proposed 
to be made available during the next two or three 
successive Censuses so that a meaningful picture for 
a study on urbanisation around large urban centres 
would be available. Thirty-two standard urban 
areas have been constituted in Tamil Nadu in 
consultation with the State Town Planning 
Directorate. 

Location Code 

Assignment of Location Code numbers is one of 
the preliminary steps essential for a Census count 
with a view to see that every village or town in a 
taluk is unambiguously identified by a combination 
of numbers. By this method, it has been possible to 
ensure that no area is left out for the Census count and 
no area overlapped. The concept of location code 
was introduced in 1931 by late Mr. M.W.M. Yeatts, 
former Superintendent of Census Operations in 
Madras. During 1971, the State was divided into 14 
districts— Madras City being treated as a separate 
district for this purpose. A number was assigned to 
each district which formed the first element of ihe 
location code. The second element denoted the 
taluk and the third element represented the village 
number. Ta'uks and Independent Sub-Taluks were 
treated as units for assignment of Location Code 
numbers. There were thus, in all 133 taluks and 
independent sub-taluks (of which, 17 were inde- 
pendent sub-taiuks) in the State. In this Ctnsus, 
the revenue village was taken as the basic unit for 
the presentation of data and revenue village numbers 
have been treated as the Census Location Code 
numbers, which formed the third element of the 



Location Code. Wherever portions of one village 
were included in more than one Panchayat, 
alphabetical sub-numbers were also given along with 
the village number. As regards towns, the first 
element represented the District, the second the code 
number of the Census Town and the third element, 
the ward or house-numbering block in the town. 
The second element, viz., the town number was 
indicated in roman numerals which was assigned in a 
series within the district. In Madras City, the 
Corporation Division number was represented as the 
third element. 

The Location Code numbers which were assigned 
in my office intially were checked by the concerned 
charge officers and later approved by the Collector 
who was the District Census Officer. This was done 
during the second half of 1969 itself and finalised 
well before the houselisting operations in February, 
1970. The final list, however, contained certain 
modifications necessitated by formation of new 
administrative units etc. before the Census enumera- 
tion. 

Preparation of Village Register, Town Register and 
selection of Enumerators and Supervisors 

Each charge officer was instructed to prepare a 
Village Register and a Town Register for the purpose 
of delimiting the charges and wards of towns into 
convenient Enumerator's Blocks and grouping the 
Enumerator's Blocks into Circles. The essential 
details of the number of buildings in each 
enumerator block was compiled from the maps and 
key to the map kept in the Taluk offices and 
Municipal offices prepared for the permanent house- 
numbering scheme adopted in this State. The charge 
officers were also requested to select suitable 
Government officials, teachers and other employees 
of local bodies for appointment as Enumerators and 
Supervisors. This item of work was done before 
the commencement of the houselisting operations in 
February, 1970. In the Village and Town Registers, 
the name and designation of the enumerators and 
supervisors, who were to look after the Census work 
in their respective areas were given. The estimate of the 
population to be covered by them as well as the 
estimated number of Census schedules required for 
their work were also compiled in these registers. 
These registers also ensured that no area in their 
jurisdiction was omitted nor there was any over- 
lapping of area. The Census enumerators and 
supervisors were mostly drawn from teachers, village 
officers, other State Government employees and 
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Central Government employees. The break-up of 
the different agencies who were appointed as enume- 
rators and supervisors is given below : —

Preparation o Maps for Census Operations 

For the 1961 Census, district and taluk maps were 
prepared by the Census Directorate. During 1961-71, 
changes ia the areas of certain districts and taluks 
were effected. New maps were required to be 
prepared for such areas as the Survey Department 
was not able to supply the maps. The maps in such 
cases were drawn by the Census office and sent to 
the District Revenue Officers for scrutiny and correc- 
tion with reference to the official records maintain- 
ed by them. The changes pointed out by them were 
incorporated and the maps for all the areas in the 
State were finalised. 

From these base maps, district and taluk maps 
for incorporation in the District Census Handbooks 
were prepared adopting a suitable scale for presenta- 
tion of essential details. 

Collection of Area Figures 

Area figures for the State and districts were 
furnished by the Surveyor General, India, and have 
been used in the Census Tables. The area figures 
for taluks and villages were obtained from the con- 
cerned Tahsildars after certification by the Assistant 
Directors of Survey and Land Records. For towns, 
the area figures have been supplied by the local 
bodies. 

■ 
Training of Censes Enumeration Agency 

Training of enumeration agency in the concepts 
and content of Census questionnaire is essential for 
obtaining correct information. In the past, the 
Director and his Deputies used to visit districts for 
giving training to the charge officers who in their 
turn trained the enumerators and supervisors. This 
time also, the charge officers were trained by the 




Deputy Directors and Assistant Directors, Since the 
taluk officers and executive authorities of locai bodies 
were already over-burdened with development work 
and day-to-day routine activities, some relief in hand- 
ling training classes was afforded to the charge offi- 
cers by deputing Census staff to conduct the training 
classes for enumerators and supervisors. The Census 
staff, who were to conduct training classes, were given 
intensive training in my office before they were sent 
to districts. 

The training classes included practical field work. 
The training forms printed in red ink were supplied 
to the enumerating staff and they were asked to fill 
up the same by visiting neighbouring places. These 
slips were perused and corrected and guidance given 
in filling up the schedules correctly in the subsequent 
training classes- In one of the training sessions, the 
enumerators were also taken around their areas of 
operation to show clearly the places coming under 
their jurisdiction- The training sessions were mostly 
conducted at the Firka and Panchayat Union Head- 
Quarters, so that the enumerating staff need travel 
only minimal distauce from their places of residence. 

During January, 1970, one training class was 
conducted by Census staff for the benefit of the 
enumerating stiff of the Houseliiting Operations. 
For Census enumeration, detailed training classes were 
conducted by the staff of Census Organisation to all 
the enumerating staff in two rounds— one in October- 
November, 1970 and the second in January, 1971. 
During the interregnum, the charge officers conduc- 
ted three to four classes with the help of their depu- 
ties. An additional class was also conducted in 
most places by the Census staff in the first week of 
March, 1971 after the -'enumeration was postponed to 
the period 10th March to 1st April- 



House Numbering and Preparation of 
Notional Maps 









The Registrar General, India, suggested the 
adoption of a 'permanent scheme of house-numbering' 
on a country-wide basis. This scheme if introduced 
on a rational basis might serve to identify any person 
living in any area and that the Census coverage will 
be complete as the chances of missing a house and 
thereby its inhabitants would be far and few. The 
scheme of the Registrar General was primarily based 
on the system of house-numbering prevalent in this 
State, as the system of this State was considered to 
be the best in the country. In September, 1968, a 
committee was constituted by the State Government

i the chairmanship of the Chief Electoral Officer 
connection with the implementation of the 
leme of permanent house-numbering.

The system of house-numbering in this State is 
en below in brief.

adopting symbols. For the actual enumeration, 
erever the areas of the enumerator blocks were 



altered or for newly formed blocks which were not in 
existence at the houselisting stage, fresh maps were 
drawn. These maps were prepared in duplicate; one 
copy is kept in the charge office and another in the 
Census Directorate. 

Canvassing of Houselists and 
Establishment Schedules 

As stated earlier, details regarding Census houses 
were collected in a special schedule called the "House- 
list" and the details of establishments in a separate 
schedule called the rj Establishment Schedule ". 
These special schedules were prepared in dupli- 
cate for each enumerator block and later arranged 
f jr each village and town. The canvassing of the 
Housslist and Establishment schedules was done by 
the Enumerators who were trained earlier. This 
operation was conducted in the month of February, 
1970, in this State. Supervisors overchecked the 
work of the enumerators. The canvassing of houselist 
and establishment s:hedules went on without any parti- 
cular difficulty. The charge officers were instructed 
to send one copy of the Houselist and both copies of 
the Establishment Schedule and houselist abstracts 
together with one copy of notional map to the Cen- 
sus Directorate soon after the canvassing was com- 
pleted. The charge officers were requested to retain 
one copy of the Houselist and notional map with 
them for use of the enumerators during regular Census 
enumeration. The charge officers after ensuring 
that the Houselist and Establishment schedules for all 
the enumerator's blocks under their charge have been 
received, sent the records to the Collectorates. The 
Regional Deputy Directors of Census Operations col- 
lected the records for a district as a whole and despat- 
ched them in March '70 for further processing in the 
Coding and Punching cell at the Headquarters of 
the Directorate. 



Reference Date 



The reference date for the 1971 Census was 
first fixed as the sunrise of 1st march, 1971. This 
was the practice followed in earlier Censuses since 
1941. However, this was changed to the sunrise of 
1st April, 1971 in view of the mid-term Parlia- 
mentary Elections of March, 1971. 

Enumeration 

The Census Enumeration Was "started on the 
10th March, 1971 and completed on the 31st March, 
1971. Thus, the enumeration of resident-population 
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was fcr a pried cf 22 days. A revisional round to 
account for the births and deaths that had taken 
place between the first visit of the enumerator and 
the reference date was done on the 1st, 2nd and 3rd 
April, 1971. All places including forest regions and 
inaccessible tracts were also covered during the regu- 
lar enumeration period. 

Count of the houseless population was done on 
the night of 31st March, 1971 at the place where 
they were found living. 

In-patients of hospitals and jails, who were trea- 
ted as members of "Institutional Households" were 
enumerated during the last few days of the enumera- 
tion period, so as to minimise the difficulty of find- 
ing out whether they had been enumerated earlier 
or not. For enumerating Defence Personnel, special 
charges were formed for army, navy and air-force 
establishments. The Officer Commanding or their 
nominees were appointed as charge officers for these 
special charges acd they made arrangements for con- 
ducting the Census enumeration during 10th March 
to 31st March, 1971. 

For the enumeration of the population living in 
boats, sea and other ocean going vessels, special 
instructions were issued which covered persons work- 
ing in naval ships, ocean liners, Indian Mercantile 
Ships and other boats operating on the coastal areas 
and inland waterways. The charge officers concern- 
ed made arrangemets for appointment of local enu- 
merators and supervisors for enumerating persons 
living in boats, etc. Enumeration of passengers and 
crew of ocean going vessels which were at sea on the 
1st April, 1971 was done at the next port of call upto 
the 20th April, 1971. The ocean liners coming from 
foreign countries and harbouring till the sunrise of 
1st April, 1971 were enumerated on 1st April, 1971. 
Indian Mercantile Ships plying between Indian ports 
and foreign ports were enumerated on 1st April, 
1971. Persons in coastal vessels and other boats were 
enumerated either on 31st March or 1st April, 1971. 
The vessels at sea were enumerated till 20th April, 
1971. 

Reporting of Provisional Totals 

Last phase of the Census enumeration is to know 
the results of population count as quickly as possible. 

To achive this, the charge officers were instructed 
to report the provisional population totals and lite- 
rate population in a standard form (prescribed by the 
Registrar General) both by telephone and post imme- 



diately after the revisional round was completed. 
The prescribed form was communicated to the charge 
officers in February, 1971 itself so that the prelimi- 
naries of filling up the names of villages and 
enumerator block numbers in the forms are done in 
advance and the figures when reported by the 
enumerators could be posted and totals for the 
charge struck in the quickest possible time. 

The enumerators compiled the provisional totals 
for their blocks from the Enumerator's Daily Posting 
Statements and prepared the Enumerator's Abstracts. 
The Enumerator's Daily Posting Statement was 
prescribed to quicken the compilation of provisional 
totals. In addition, the enumerators were requested 
to complete the revisional round even by the 1st or 
2nd April '71 and arrive at the provisional totals for 
the block and communicate the Provisional Popula- 
tion Totals and Literate population to the supervisors 
immediately thereafter. The supervisors were 
instructed to compile the totals for the blocks in 
their circle and report the provisional totals for each 
block to the charge officer as soon as the totals for 
all the blocks were received. Accuracy in the 
provisional totals was ensured by the Enumerators and 
Supervisors. The charge officer was instructed to 
post the figures for all the blocks received, from the 
supervisors, as and when they were received and 
arrive at the total for the entire charge. The charge 
officers after ensuring that figures for all areas were 
received and after cross-checking the figures, reported 
the provisional totals to the District Census Officer, the 
Regional Deputy Directors of Census Operations and 
the Director of Census Operations. District Census 
Officers compiled the figures for the District and 
reported the provisional population totals and 
literate population to the Census Directorate over 
phone and to the Registrar-General by express 
telegram. To enable the smooth and quick receipt of 
message through the phone in the State Census Head- 
quarters, a team of responsible staff members were 
assigned to receive the messages communicated over 
phone day and night and compile the totals for the 
districts and State. Five telephone lines available in 
the Census office were utilised arid each telephone 
line received messages regarding provisional totals for 
three districts, the details of which were settled in 
advance and intimated to the reporting officers.

Post- enumeration check was conducted .in three 
stages-(a) primary listing of houses, individuals and 



collection of particulars like age, place of residence, 
etc. for individuals in sample houses of selected 
blocks, (b) desk matching-(i) of houses listed with 
the abridged houselist and (ii) of individuals and their 
particulars with the census population records, and 
(c) field reconciliation of unmatched entries. 

Primary listing of houses and individuals in 
selected blocks and houses was done by the Enumera- 
tors ; desk matching and field reconciliation were done 
by the Supervisors. One hundred and fifty-six 
members of the staff were thoroughly trained by the 
Deputy and Assistant Directors and they worked 
under the direct supervision of Regional Deputy 
Directors. 

The work of post-enumeration check was 
commenced on 19-4-71 and completed on 30-4-71 
in the districts. In Madras City, the work was 
completed on 5 — 5 — 71. 

Post-enumeration check was conducted in selected 
blocks in all the districts of the State.

Special Features of 1971 Census 

Establishment schedule is newly developed for 
the 1971 Census covering all establishments, manu- 
facturing, trade or other establishments where people 
work Factory, workshop, household industry, retail 
or wholesale trading places, commercial service insti- 
tutions, offices (private and public), places of enter- 
tainment, places where educational, religious or social 
services are rendered were covered by these schedules.

The schedule will also 
be useful as a frame for future sample surveys. 
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New Features of the Individual Slip 

The new features of the Individual Slip as compar- 
ed to that of the 1961 counierpart are-(l) attempt 
to collect data on current fertility, (2) migratiooai 
particulars with reference to place of last residence for 
valuable and realistic statistics on internal migration ; 
and (3) considerable departure in respect of the 
ecoDomic questions. The main activity of a person 
is ascertained according as he spends his time basically 
as a worker producing goods and services or as a 
non-worker. For regular work in industry, trade or 
service, the reference period is the week prior to the 
enumeration and for seasonal work such as agricul- 
ture, the last one year. A person is categorised 
according to the main activity returned by the 
individual. When a person who is basically a non- 
worker such as student or housewife does make some 
marginal contribution to work, that secondary work is 
recorded separately in Question-17. 

Past experience had shown that Census was not a 
proper agency to collect reliable data on unemploy- 
ment and therefore, 1971 Gensus does not attempt to 
ask a question on unemployment directly. However, 
the unemployed are expected to fall in the residuary 
category of non-workers and data in respect of them 
will be provided which has to be utilised subject to all 
its limitations 

Household schedule which was utilised to collect 
details of holding and land rights of agricultural 
households as also details of household industry in 
1961 Census has been discontinued in view of the 
proposed Agricultural Census. The Population 
Record, which was part of the 1961 Household 
Schedule has been retained in 1971 Census. 

Standard Urban Area 

In order to provide comparable data for a definite 
area of urbanisation continuously for three decades 
which would give a meaningful picture* the concept of 
Standard Urban Area has been developed in this 
Census. The essentials of a Standard Urban Area 
are _(l) it should have a core town of a minimum 
population size of 50,000; (ii) the contiguous areas 
made up of other urban as well as rural administrative 
units should have close mutual socio-economic links 






with the core town; and (iii) the probabilities are that 
this entire area will get fully urbanised in a period of 
two or three decades. The data for Standard Urban 
Areas will be suitably tabulated. 

Manual Sorting and Electronic Data Processing 

Manual processing of data is done for provision 
of primary census data for every village and block of 
a town and for 10% of rural individual slips. Data 
pertaining to 20% of the urban individual slips are 
transferred to punched cards for tabulation on elec- 
tronic computers. Computer processing of Houselist 
data (20% sample) and Establishment Schedule (V C%) 
has been done. Advance tabulation at National level 
from 1 % sample of the Individual Slips has also been 
done. 

Specialised information collected from degree 
holders and other technical personnel were also 
processed mechanically and tables generated from 
computers on a cent per cent basis. Adopting a two 
stage sampling, about 4% of the population records 
of households were sampled out and these were also 
processed mechanically to generate two cultural tables. 
Thus, the 1971 Census will be a pioneer in the intro- 
duction of sampling procedures to a considerable 
extent.

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This is the basic population table for Census 
and furnishes data for the State District/Taluk and 
Independent Sub- Taluk with rural and urban break up.

The table contains 
area figures for the above units in sq km density ot 
population per sq.km , number of inhabited and 
uninhabited villages, number of Census Towns, 
number of occupied residential houses, households and 
population by sex as per 1971 Census. The = area 
figurespresentedinthe table are those supplied by the 
(i) Surveyor-General, India for the State and Dis ric 
totals, (ii) by the State revenue authorities for taluks 
and villages and (iii) by the local bodies for the Census 
towns The table exactly resembles its counterpart in 
1961 except for the fact that the concept of 'town 
group' has been replaced by the concept of 'urban 
agglomeration', and the number of households are 
presented along with occupied houses. 

As in 1961, there are three appendices to this 
Table. Appendix I of Table A-I shows the 1961 
territorial units constituting the present set up of each 
unit. One of the criteria for a place to be treated as a 
Census town is that it should normally possess a popu- 
lation of 5,000 and over. For various reasons, many 
places with a population of 5,000 and over are not 
treated as towns while a few places having a popula- 
tion of less than 5,000 are treated as towns.

Changes in area of the State since 1901 

The present State of Tamil Nadu was formed out 
of the area formerly known as Madras Presidency. In 
1901, Madras Presidency had 22 districts with a total 
area' of 141,705 sq. miles. In 1911, 25 districts were 
there with an area of 142,330 sq. miles, the increase in 
area was due to transfer of a taluk from Central 
Provinces. During 1901— U, Ramanathapuram 
district was formed from Madurai and Tirunelveli 
districts and Chittoor district from North Arcot. 
There was no alteration in the area of the Presidency 
during the subsequent two decades, but there were 
internal changes in Tiruchirapalli, Salem, North Arcot 
and Coimbatore districts. With the transfer of 
Ganjam district and some area of Vizag district to the 
newly created Orissa province on 1st April, 1936, the 
Madras Presidency had a reduced area of 126,166 sq. 



mile3 in 1941. With the merger of native States . f 
Pudukottai, Banganapalli and Sandur after Indepen- 
dence, the State of Madras increased its area in i95l 
to 127,790 sq. miles. 

In 1961, the State of Madras had a reduced area of 
50,331 sq. miles. There were transfers and additions of 
territories during 1951—61. With the formation of 
Andhra State in 1953, twelve districts were ceded to the 
newly created State. In 1956, due to reorganisation 
of States on linguistic basis, Malabar district and 
Kasaragod taluk of South Kanara district were trans- 
ferred to Kerala State and South Kanara district except 
Kasaragod taluk and Kollegal taluk of Coimbatore 
district became part of Mysore State. Kanyakumari 
district and Shencottah Taluk from former Travancore- 
Cochin State were added to Madras State. There were 
exchange of villages between Madras and Andhra 
Pradesh and Tiruttani taluk was got from Andhra 
Pradesh. The name of the State has been changed to 
Tamil Nadu. The present total area of the State of 
Tamil Nadu according to the Surveyor- General of 
India is 130,069 sq. kilometres. During 1961, the 
area was recorded as 130,357 sq km. The difference 
in the figures may be attributed to the recomputation 
of area figures by the Surveyor- General of India and 
such changes are also reflected in the area figures of 
the various districts. 

Though the area of the State has remained 
unchanged, a few changes, in the extent of 
certain districts have taken place during the decade 
1961—71. Anew district by name J'Dharmapuri" 
was formed with effect from 2-10-65 and this 
district was formed with the transfer of the foui 
taluks Hosur, Krishnagiri, Harur and Dharmapuri 
The other districts which have been affected by mino: 
area changes are Madurai, Ramanathapuram 
Tiruchirapalli and Thanjavur.

Definition of urban area 

The demarcation of urban area has not bee 
uniform and varied at the discretion of local author, 
ties. The changes that have taken place in definic 
urban areas since 1901 are given below. In 1901, evei 
municipality was treated as a Census Town. Evej 
other continuous collection of houses permanent 












inhabited by not less than 5,000 persons was also 
treated as a Census town, taking into consideration 
.ne character, relative density of its population, its 
importance as a centre of trade and its historical 
association.

bigger towns and related chiefly to industrial

cified. 439 places are recognised as towns for 1971 
isus as against 339 in 1961.

Urban Agglomeration 

The concept of Town-Group adopted in 1961 has 
been replaced by * Urban Agglomeration ' in 1971. I n 
several areas, fairly la^ge well-recog ised railway 
colonies, university campuses, port a r eas, military 
camps and other suburban areas have come up around 
a core city or a statutory town and even though hese 
are Outside the statutory limits of a Corporation, 
Municipality or Camorment, they fall within the 
revenue boundary of the place by which the town 
ilself is known.

Villages and Towos 

The village for purposes of 1971 Census is the 
same as the village used for revenue purposes. The 
revenue village is the smallest unit in revenue adminis- 
tration having well defined limits or boundaries. This 
well defined area of a village was demarcated by 
survey and based on administrative convenience at the 
time of resettlement. The village used for revenue 
purposes generally consists of several hamlets, one of 
which lends its name to the whole village. The size 
of the revenue village varies from district to district 
both in respect of area and population. At the time 
of allotting Location Code number for each rural 
village for 1971 Census, the survey numbers or 
revenue village numbers were gathered and these were 
adopted as such for Census too. But, wherever one 
revenue village is included in two or more Panchayats 
the same number of village has been suffixed with 
alphabetical segments. This division of villages had 
to be made with a view to enable compilation of 
panchayat data. For our purposes, a village refers 
to a whole revenue village or part where the other 
part or parts are included in Census urban areas. 
Reserve forests and other unsurveyed units were each 
treated as a separate village. The town referred to 
in Table A-I refers to the Census urban areas

recognised as such for 1971 Census. The details c 
villages which are uninhabited are also indicated it 
Table A-I.

Concept of Village in 1961 and 1971 Censnses

A departure has been made in the matter o 
villages in the 1971 Census. During the 1961 Censuif 
the panchayats were taken as a village for censu 
purposes and wherever the panchayats were not 
constituted as such, the then existing revenue villages 
inams, zamins, etc. were treated as separate villages! 
Since all the areas of the State are now surveyed, thi 
survey numbers of revenue villages have been used a* 
basis during this Census, since the boundaries o 
surveyed villages are comparatively more permanent 
and less liable to frequent alterations. A statemen

showing the number of inhabited villages since 1901 
in the State/districts is shown below. The date 
shown in this statement relate to the concerned censui 
reports of the then existing area of the State and 
hence should be viewed with its limitations. Also : 
the treatment of panchayats as villages in 1961 has to* 
be borne in mind while making comparisons. It may 
be observed that there are 15,735 inhabited villages^ 
which are treated as rural units in 1971 Census apart 
from the 439 Census towns or urban areas. *

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It may be observed that there is an increase in the 
number of inhabited villages in 1971 as compared to 
1961. The reason for this is explained below: While 
the village connotes even a panchayat in 1961, the 
village in 1971 represents only the revenue village. 
Since a panchayat may consist of one or more 
revenue villages or portions thereof, the number 
of inhabited villages (which includes a panchayat 
also, irrespective of its constituent units) in 1961 
was lesser than the corresponding figure of 1971. 
The largest number of villages is in South Arcot 
District (2,333; followed by Thanjavur district 
(2002) and North Arcot District (1.867). Being 
small in area, the districts of Nilgiris and Kanya- 
kumari have the smallest number of inhabited 
villages, viz., 42 and 66 followed by Coimbatore, 
Salem and Tirunelveli having 932, 958 and 975 
inhabited villages respectively. The data on unin- 
habited villages given in the table includes forest 
units (treated as villages for our purposes) which are 
not included In revenue villages and which do not 
have any population. 

Concepts of Census House and Household 

The details regarding the number of occupied 
residential houses given in A-I relate to the Census 
houses under occupation. The census house is defin- 
ed as a building or part of a building having a sepa- 
rate main entrance from the road or common court- 
yard or stair-case, etc. used or recognised as a uni'i 
It may be inhabited or vacant and it may be used for 
residential or non-residential purposes or for both. 
For our purposes here, the number indicates only the 
occupied residential census houses. If a building has 
a number of flats or blocks : which are independent 
of one another having separate entrances of their own 
from the road or a common stair-case or a common 
court-yard leading to a main gate, they are considered 
as separate census houses. If within a large enclosed 
area, there are separate buildings, then, each such 
building is also treated as a separate census house. If 
all the structures within an enclosed compound are 
together treated as one building, then each structure 
with a separate entrance is treated as a separate 
census house. 

A household is a group of persons who 
commonly live together and would take their meals 
from a common kitchen unless the exigencies of work 
prevented any of them from doing so. It may be 
made up of related or unrelated persons. A cook or 
a servant living in the house of his employers and 
taking his food there, is to be considered as a member 



of the master's household. A hotel where a number 
of unrelated persons live together is an institutional 
househo d. So is a Jail. There may be one or more 
households in a census house. The details of the 
houses and households given in the table should be 
viewed with reference to the definitions icdicated 
above. It may be observed from the table that the 
households are more than the number of occupied 
houses since one house may have one or more house- 
holds. Houseless households and institutional 
households are also included in the total number of 
households. 

Certain demographic indices 

A few important demoaraphic indices like persons 
per census house, sex ratio, proportion of rural-urban 
population and density per square kilometre are 
provided in a statement for each district and taluk/ 
independent sub-taluk. These indices are provided 
separately for total, rural and urban areas. 

Persons per Censos House 

It is significant to note that the number of 
persons per occupied census house has gone up from 
5.29 in 1961 to 5.34 in 1971. This shows that the 
house building activity has not kept pace with the 
increase in population in the State. While the 
persons per house in rural is 5,08 (as against 4.98 in 
1961), the figure for urban areas is 6.08 (as against 641 
in 1961), This seems to portray that more number 
of houses have been built in the urban areas compared 
with the rural areas. The density per house is 
highest in Madras City where 7.3 persons live in each 
occupied census house. The figures are high in the 
urban areas of North Arcot and Madurai districts, 
where the figures are 7.29 and 7.16 respectively'. 
There are less than 5 persons per census house in the 
districts of Salem, Tiruchirapalli, Ramanathapuram 
and Tirunelveli. The highest density per house is 
observed in the urban areas of Madurai South taluk 
(in which lies the Municipal Corporation of Madurai) 
with an average of 8.66 persons per census house. 
The urban areas of Vellore taluk have an average of 
8.62 persons per census house. 

Sex Ratio— Females per 1,000 males 

The sex-ratio in the State, i.e., the number of 
females per 1,000 males has been steadily going down 
and it stands now at 978. It was 992 in 1961. The 
ratio in rural areas is 990 and in urban areas 951 4 
This is obvious since more males migrate towards 
urban areas in search of educational and employment

opportunities. Only in the two districts of 
Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli the sex ratio is 
positive, viz., 1,042 (in both districts), that is, there 
are more females than males in these two districts. 
In the rural areas of Tiruchirapalli district, the ratio 
Ss equal, i.e. 1,000. The lowest sex ratio is reported 
in Madras City (904 as against 901 in 1961) and 
Chingleput district (948). These districts had low 
ratios duriog 1961 too. Among taluks, the highest 
sex ratio is noticed in Tirucnendur taluk (1,121) 
followed by llayangudi sub-taluk (1,106). Saidapet 
taluk of Chinglepet district which surrounds Madras 
City has the least sex ratio of 906 among taluks 
(923 in rural and 902 in the urban areas of the 
taluk) . 

Percentage of urban population 

In urbanisation, the State is comparatively more 
progressive than the country as a Whole. The district 
of Madras is entirely urban, since the area of the 
district is co-terminus with the area of the Corpora- 
tion of Madras. Among other districts, Nilgiris has 
the highest proportion of urban population, viz., 
49.24%. The State as a whole has an urban population 
of 30.26% in 1971 as against 26.69% in 1961. The 
districts of Coimbatore, Chingleput, Madurai and 
Tirunelveli are the other districts besides Nilgiris 
which have a higher proportion of urban population 
compared to the State's ratio. Dharmapuri district 
has the least urban population in the State (8.58%) 
and the other two ; districts which have low urban 
population ratio are South Arcot (14.18%) and 
Kanyakumari (16.72%). Among taluks, out of the 
133 taluks/independent sub-taluks in the State, 
seventeen taluks have percentages Of urban population, 
of over 10% above the State percentage of 30.26%. 
There are 13 taluks/independent sub-taluks in the 
State which do not possess even a single urban area 
and hence are classified as completely rural. In 
Chingleput district, Saidapet taluk which consists of 



all the suburban towns of Midras City has the highest 
urbaa proportion ratio of 79.04%. Sriperumbudur andf 
Kiochipuram taluks in this district have aho a high 
ratio of urban population, 47.75% and 47.37%C 
respectively. The ien important taluks which possess 
a high urban ratio of population (over 50%) are| 
(i) Madurai South taluk (89.53%); (ii) Tuticorin 
taluk (80.60%); (iii) Saidapet taluk (79.04%) ;( 
(iv) Tiruchirapalli taluk (71.35%); (v) Coimbatore 
taluk (75.08%) ; (vi) Tirunelveli taluk (63.65%); < 
(vii) Gudalur taluk (60.37%); (viii) Salem taluk 
(58.20%); (ix) Karaikudi sub-taluk (52.17%); and' 
(x) Rajapalayam sub-taluk (50.32%). | 

Density | 

The State has a density of 317 persons per 
sq.km. Tamil Nadu is a dense area and this can be! 
seen if we compare this density with all India density 
of 167 persons per sq.km. In 1961, the State's density! 
was 258 per sq.km. In the whole of India, only the 
States of Kerala, West Bengal and Bihar have highei' 
population densities than Tamil Nadu. Madras City 
has the highest density of 19,293 persons per sq km* 
compared to other districts. Kanyakumari has 72(^ 
persons per sq km. Dharmapuri (with 174) anc 
Nilgiris (with 194) are the districts of least population 
density in the State. The urban areas are naturall: 
more densely populated than the rural areas. Ther^ 
are 2,115 persons In urban areas as against 23 
persons in the rural areas per sq km. in the State^ 
Among taluks, Madurai South taluk has a density o 
2,187, Agasteeswaram taluk of Kanyakumari district 
1,226 and Saidapet taluk of Chinglepet district, 1,178 
The taluks which have a very low density of 101 
persons per square kilometre and below are - 
(i) Denkanikotta taluk (100), (ii) Yercaud sub-taluJ 
(81), and (iii) Kodaikanal taluk (68).

districts as at the 1971 Census. An Appendix to 
this table shows the adjustments made in the 1961 
Census population of the districts in accordance with 
the jurisdiction of the districts as at 1971 Census. 

As already stated, there was no change in the 
area of the State during 196171. There were, 
however, changes in the extent of districts and taluks 
due to inter-district and inier-taluk transfer of villages 
and towns. The methodology used for the adjust- 
ments are briefly spelt below: 

Methodology of Adjustments 

The names of units which were affected by 

inter-taluk, inter-district and inter State transfers 

during the period from 1901 were compiled and the 

population of these units were taken out from the 

1951 District Census Handbooks. In the case of 

previous Censuses, the figures were worked out with 

the aid of the State Census Tables or the Village 

Statis ics which have been published in those 

Censuses. If however, the actual figures could not 

be worked out, the population of transferred areas 

fcr Censuses prior to 1951 were estimated. The 

population of an area transferred for any particular 

Census prior to 1951 has been estimated on the 

.assumption that the proportion of the population in 

the area transferred to the total papulation of the 

di-trict/taluk, etc., in which it was situated at the 

time of the transfer was the same in the particular 

previous Census as it was in 1951. 

The estimation procedure, detailed above is 
followed by using the foilowing formula :

An important change from the above 
procedure was necessary for recasting the 1951 
figures of Ramanathapuram district. The change; 
from one taluk to another involved transfer of par 
of villages for which figures were not available it 
District Cen us Handbooks, The Tahsildars wen 
not in a position to furnish the papulation of sucl 
units. As such, estimation method was adopted fo 
adjustments of the population of Ramanathapuran 
district in 195! also. Estimation method v>as adopte< 
for the years 1901 to 1951 for the transfer of portion 
of villages which took piace as inter- district transfer 
during 1961-71. 

Inter-District Transfer of Areas during 1961-71 

During the last decade, apart from the creation c 
the new Dharmapuri district out of the former Salei 
district, there were two inter-district transfers. Tw 
villages were transfrred from Ramanathapurar 
District to Madurai district. A portion of one villag 
was transferred from Thanjavur to Tiruchirapal 
district. 

Decadal Population Changes 

The State has registered the highest decad 
variation sines the beginning of the century durir 
1961-71 (22-3%) ; in the earlier decades, the pe 
centage increase never exceeded 15. The populatic 
of the State has more than doubled during the peric 
1901-71. Population of Madras City and Nilgii 
district have increased by over four times since 190 
In the esse of Kanyakumari, the population has mo 
than trebled during the last 70 years, The popul 
tion of the districts of South Arcot, Tiruchirapal 
Thanjavur, Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli ha 
cot even doubled during the same period. Durii 
1961-71, it is notable that Madras, Chirglepi 
Dharmapuri, Coimbatore, Madurai and Kanyakumz 
di>tricts have shown (in the order of increase; hgi 
percentage increase of papulation than that of t 
State as a whole. 

The rural population of the State has increas 
by 16 35% during 1951-71 whih the increasa in t 
urban population in the same period works out

only marginal. But, in the case of Nilgiris district, the 
increase is considerable (from 914 in 1951 to 944 in 
1971). It is interesting to note that Nilgiris had always 
recorded a low sex rati3 in the previous Censuses and 
prior to 1951, the sex ratio of this district was lower 
than 900. 

The sex ratio is comparatively less in urban areas 
in view of the possible in-mi^raiion of male popula- 
tion in search of educational and job opportunities. 
While this is so in all the districts, Kanyakumari district 
alone is an exception. In this district, the sex ratio 
in urban areas is 990 while in rural areas it is only 
969. In the earlier decades too, there has been the 
same trend in this district.

The Village in 1971 Census 

As already stated in the fly-leaf to Table A-I, the 
"revenue village" which is the lowest unit of revenue 
administration in the State has been treated as the 
basic unit for purposes of 1971 Census. The revenue 
village may mean a group of hamlets, hamlets being 
a cluster of human habitations separated by fields, 
waste lands, ditches or jungles. In 1961 Census, the 
term 'village' referred to all Panchayats not treated 
as towns and other non-Panchayats treated as villages 
under revenue administration. The revenue villages 
themselves were taken as rural units during 1971 
Census and this excludes those revenue village units 
which are included in the urban areas. Portions of 
revenue villages not included in towns are considered 
as separate villages for purposes of this table. Also, 
Reserve forests (not included in the villages) are trea- 
ted as villages for this table. 

The revenue villages are divided into segments 
wherever portions of revenue villages are included in 
different panchayats and data for each such segment of 
revenue village are shown in the V.llage-wise Piimary 
Census Abstract published in the District Census 



Handbook (Part X-B). For purposes of Table A-ilf. 
the whoh i viUages htve been taxen into

Out of 13 districts (excluding Madras) in the 
State, Nilgiris has the lowest number of villages -42. 
This is followed by Kanyakumari with 66 vilhges. 
South Arcot has the largest number of villages -2,333. 
The next district which has the second largest number 
is Thanjavur with 2,002 villages. Kanyakumm and 
Nilgiris districts which have the lowest number of 
villages, have much higher population living in an 
average village as compared to other districts. The 
districts of Ramanathapuram, Dharmapu.i, South

Class I towns are called "Cities". 

Each uiban agglomeration has been taken as 
a single unit for the purpose of classification in 
this table. The urban agglomerations have been 
classified with reference to the total population 
of that agglomeration and not with reference to 
the population of each individual town comprised 
in the urban agglomeration. The area of the 
towns and urban agglomerations as at 1961 and 
1971 Censuses are given in Sq.Km. The popula- 
tion is given by sex and the decadal variation 
in population are given in absolute numbers as 
well as in percentage. Towns treated as such 
for the first time in 1961 and continue to be 
towns at 1971 Census are shown with an asterisk 
on their left; towns treated as such for the first 
time in 1971 are shown in italics. The status of 
the town is also given against each. 

The total urban population of all the towns 
and urban agglomerations is given at the beginning 
of the table. It is followed by the totals for 
Class-I towns and urban agglomerations and the 
towns coming under that class are then arranged in the 
descending order of population. This arrangement 
is similarly followed for the other classes of 
towns and urban agglomerations. The population 
data presented in this table are as recorded in the 
earlier Censuses and not adjusted to conform to 
the present city/town limits. 

Classification of towns is done on the basis 
of their 1971 population. The class totals exhi- 
bited in this table for previous Censuses are not 
totals of all towns now included in that class 



but are totals of population of all towns which 
were included in that class in that Census. 

The purpose of this table is to show the 
growth of towns as towns and not how certain places 
have grown from villages into towns. Figures for 
previous Censuses against towns which were not 
towns in those Censuses are not presented. If 
any place was treated as a town in certain Censuses 
and declassified as rural in subsequent Censuses and 
again classified as town, in such cases, population 
figures are given for those Censuses in which it 
was a town and the word 'Declassified' indicated 
for the Censuses in which it was not a town. 
This table will be useful for studying fluctuations 
in the population of towns and for future projec- 
tion of the urban population. 

Appendix-I gives a list of new towns added 
in 1971 and towns of 1961 which were declassi- 
fied in 1971. The area and population in respect 
of these places are also given in Appendix-I. 
Explanatory Notes (A & B) showing the consti- 
tuent village numbers, names and population in 
respect of newly declared towns and declassified 
towns are also given. List "A" gives the details 
ot towns wuh a population of less than 5,000 added 
newly in 1971 and List ,f B" gives details of 1961 
towns with a population of less than 5,000 which 
were declassified ia 1971. Appendix-II gives the 
list of towns which have undergone changes in 
area between 1961 and 1971 and the reasons for 
the change in area. 

An alphabetical list of towns is given at the 
beginning of the main table for easy reference to 
the entries in the Table. 

Town— Definition 

The definition adopted for town in 1971 Census 
is as follows: - 

A - All places with a Municipality, Corporation/ 
Cantonment or notified town area. 

B - All places which satisfied the following 
criteria — 

(1) Minimum population of 5,000 

(2) At least 75% of the male working 
population was non-agricultural.

The Director of Census Operations of each 
late was given some discretion to include in the 
>t of towns some places which did not fully 
Ltisfy the above criteria but had other distinct 
•ban characteristics and to declassify certain 
ideserviug casis from the list of towns in consulta- 
on with ths Stats Government. Under this 
itegorv (Less 5,000 population), 101 towns were 
icluded. In the State, 439 places were recognised as 
owns for 1971 as against 339 in 1961. While 152 
>ew places were declared as towns in 1971, 45 towns 
>f 1961 were declassified as rural. 7 towns of 
961 got merged with the neighbouring towns. 

Jrban Agglomeration 

Urban Agglomeration is a new concept intro- 
luced at this Census. This concept has replaced 
.he concept of Town-Group adopted in 1961 Census.

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The Primary Census Abstract is one of the basic 
Census tables furnishing information on geographical 
area, the number of occupied residential houses, 
households, total population, Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, literate and educated persons and 
workers and non-workers with sex breik-up. The 
workers have been divided into nine broad industrial 
categories according to their main activity. Primary 
Census Abstract is presented in two parts -Union and 
State. In the Union Primary Census Abstract, figures 
are presented for the State and districts for total, 
rural and urban areas. In the State Primary Census 
Abstract, figures are presented for the State/districts/ 
taluks/independent sub-taluks, with rural /urban break 
up and for towns. This arrangement is similar to 
Table A-I. 

The definitions adopted for occupied residential 
house, household, literacy, worker, non-worker etc., 
for which data are presented in the Primary Census 
Abstract are given below. 

Occupied residential house 

Any occupied Census house used partly or wholly 
for residential purposes is taken as an occupied 
residential house. A Census house is a building 
or part of a building having a separate main 
entrance from the road or common courtyard or 
srair-case, etc., used or recognised as a separate 
unit. If a building has a number of flats or blocks 
which are independent of one another having 
separate entrances of their own from the road or a 
common stair-case or a common courtyard leading to 
a main gate, they are considered as separate census 
houses. If within a large enclosed area there are 
separate buildings, then each such building will also 
be a separate Census house. If all the structures 
within an enclosed compound are together treated as 
one building then each structure with a separate 
entrance would be treated as a separate Census 
house. 

Household 

A household in Census refers to a group of 
individuals who commonly live together and take 
meals from a common kitchen unless the exigencies 
of work prevented any of them from doing so. The 
household may be made up of related or unrelated 
persons. A cook or a servant living in the house 
of his employer and taking his food there is to be 



considered as a member of the master's household. 
A hotel where a number of unrelated members live 
together is an institutional household. So is a jail, 
a boarding house, chummery, an orphanage, etc. 
There may be houseless households also where the 
individuals of such household live under a tree or 
platform, etc., without any dwelling to live on. The 
data on households indicated in the Primary Census 
Abstract is inclusive of all ins itutional and houseless 
households. There may be one or more households in 
a Census house. 



Literate 

A literate is one who can both read and write 
with understanding any language. A person who 
can merely read but cannot write is not a literate. 
There is no stipulation in Census that a 'literate' 
should have received some formal education or 
should have passed any minimum educational 
standard. Mere ability to sign one's name is not 
considered adequate to qualify a person as literate. 
All children aged 4 years and below were treated as 
illiterates even if they attend a school and may have 
picked up reading and writing of a few words. 
Educated persons are those who have attained some 
educational level like Primay or Middle School, 
Degree etc., 

Worker and Non-worker 

During this Census, slight deviation has been 
made in the definition of worker as compared 
with the previous Census. Every person was asked 
what was his main activity, and how he engaged 
himself mostly. Accordingly, all the individuals had 
been divided into two broad streams of main activity, 
namely (1) as workers and (2) as non-workers 
according to the type of main activity in which the 
person was engaged in mostly. 

A 'worker' was defined as a person whose main 
activity was participation in any economically 
productive work by his physical or mental activity. 
Work involved not only actual work but also 
effective supervision and direction of work. The 
reference period was one week prior to the date of 
enumeration in the case of regular work in trade, 
profession, service or business. If a person had 
participated in any such regular work on anyone of 
the days during this reference period, he was classified 
as a worker and categorised accordingly. In 1961 
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Census, the reference period was fifteen days prior 
to the date of enumeration. In the case of seasonal 
work like cultivation, livestock keeping, plantation 
work, some types of household industry, etc., a 
person's main activity was ascertained with reference 
to such work in the last one year even if he was not 
economically active in the week prior to enumeration. 
In 1961, it was sufficient if those engaged in seasonal 
woik had some regular work of more than one hour 
a day throughout the greater part of the working 
season. In the case of persons engaged in one's own 
household duties, student, rent receiver, pensioner, 
etc , they were not treated as economically active and 
were therefore classified as non- workers under the 
main activity. If such individuals were also engaged 
in some ecocomic activity, though not to the same 
extent as a full-time worker, that activity was 
recorded under secondary work. The secondary work, 
if any, of those who were basically classified as 
workers was also ascertained. For non-workers, 
secondary work was not ascertained in 1961. 

Industrial categories of workers 

The workers were classified in one of the 
following nine broad categories in 1971 Census and 
sex-wise data for each of these categories are pre- 
sented in the Primary Census Abstract. 

I— Cultivators. 
II— Agricultural Labourers, 

III— Livestock, Forestry, Fishing, Hunting and 
Plantations, Orchards and allied activities. 

■IV— Mining and Quarrying. 

V— Manufacturing, Processing, servicing and 
Repairs- (a) At Household Industry, (b) 
Other than Household Industry. 

VI — Construction. 

VII— Trade and Commerce. 

VIII— Transport, Storage and Communications. 

IX- Other Services. 

The above classification closely follows the 1961 
pattern with the following changes.

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In the State, 358 persons out of ev?ry 1,001 are 
workers as against 64 2 who are non-workers. The 
working force is very much higher among males, being 
560 as against 151 among females. Again, the working 
force is higher in rural are is than in urban areas. 
Thttre are 3l2 workers in urban areas as against 382 
workers in rural areas. The majority of the worke s 
belong to the agricultural classes and this is refl cted 
in the rural areas. Butia ur^an areas, the majority 
of workers are engaged in the three indu trial cate- 
gories, viz. (i) Maaufacturhg, Processing, Servicing 
and Repairs other thai Household Industry, 
(ii) Trade and Commerce, and (iii) Other Services in 
that order. 

Percentage of workers in Manufacturing, Proces- 
sing, Servicing and Repurs other than Household 
Industry is higher in urban areas where 683 % of the 
population are engaged ia this category of industry 
while in rural areas, 1-57% are engaged in it. 
Percentage of workers in Household Industry is also 
higher in urban areas, 216%, whereas in rural areas, 
it is 1*40%. Construction workers forai only 37% of 
the total population ia rural areas while in the urban 
sector, they form 104%. Ccmnurcal activity, judged 
by the percentage of workers in trade and commerce 
is over four times higher in urban areas than in rural 
areas, the percentages being 1*23 in rural and 6*31 in 
urban. Transport, Storage and communication wor- 
kers are high in the urban sector with 3 00% as against 
0-32% in rural sector. The persons engaged in 
miscellaneous activities are more in urban areas, 
5 86/£» whereas the rural figure is only 2-21%. 

A statement showing the participation rate of 
workers in agricultural and con agricultural sectors 
is attached. We find that the maximum number of 
workers are employed in agriculture in Dharmapurl 
district followed by South Arcot. Tbaojavur, Tiru- 
chirapalli, Dharmapuri and South Arcot are 
industrially backward and therefore a large number 
of their population necessarily depend on agriculture. 
These districts have also lowest urban population in 
the State, the ratio being 8-6% for Dharmapuri and 



14-:% for South Arcot as against 31-3% in the entire 
State. Thanjavur and Tiruchirapalli, because of the 
irrigation facilities afforded by the canal s; s:ems 
bastd on river Cauvery have natura ly a large section 
of workers depscding on agiicu'.ture. The other 
extreme is Madras distr'et which in actual fact is 
Madras Corporation/where only 0'2% of workers 
are depending on agriculture. The district other than 
Madras which is least dependent on agriculture is 
Nilgi is with a participation rate of 12'4% among 
wo kers. All other di.trLts have a ratio of over 
50*0% workers engaged in agriculture ani this clearly 
rt fleets the agrarian predominance in the economy of 
the State. 

Under non-agricultural workers, Madras has the 
highest ratio of participation of workers among 
Manufacturing other than Household Industry, 
Construction, Trade and Commerce, Trans- 
port, Storags and Communications and Other 
Services. In Chingleput, the participation rate in 
Manufacturing other than Household Industry and 
Other Services is fairly good. In North Arcot, South 
Arcot and Dharmapuri districts, there does not appear 
to be any sigaificant part cipation in any of these 
categories. This reflects the general backwardness 
prevailing in these districts. Salem with its handlocm 
industries spread over both urban and rural areas 
has registered the highest participation viz , 92% of 
workers in Household Industries. Coimbatore district 
which is industrially most advanced among the 
districts and is popularly known as ins Manchester 
of South India has also a sound agrarian economy. 
The district has a rate of 126 per 1,000 workers who 
are engaged in manufacturing units (other than 
household industry). As regards Nilgiris, it is a 
hilly region with large tracts under forests and 
plantations. It is but natural that the participation 
of workers in Livestock, Forestry, Planta ions etc is 
the highest in the district being 533 participants out 
of 1,030. It is also quite understandable that for 
the same reason, the participation of wrokers in 
agriculture in this district is the lowest. The 
participation rate in "Other Services" is also high 
viz., 137 out of 1,00) in this district. Madurai, next 
only to Madras, has 88 out of 1,000 woxkers in 












trade end Commerce. Tiruchirap^lli, Tha*jivuf and 
RamenaU apursm because of their appreciable rater 
of participition in agricultural activities hav.2 com- 
paratively poorer part cipation rates in noa-agri* 
cult oral sector. Tirunelveli has shown b tt:r 
participation rate of workers in household Industry 
(90 out of 1,000 workers), in Manufacturing other 
than Household Industry (100 out of 1,000 workers) 
and also in Trade and Commerce (34 out of 1,000 
workers). It is interesting to note that in Kanya* 
kumari district, 122 out of 1,000 aie engiged in 
Other Services.
